Mr. Strouss recommended the system of 
subscriptions followed In tho French hospit- 
al. Two or three hundred subscribers might 
in this way bo secured, paying $1 per 
month. 

Mr. Fell asked if it, was the intention lo 
abolish the French hospital. 

Mr. Strouss was not aware. He under- 
stood, however, that arrangements might 
bo made whereby I lie property and the pa- 
tients could be transferred to the Jubilee 
hospital. 

Mr. J. Davies had pointed out to Mayor 
Grant that tho city had done very little 
towards the hospital and had suggested 
llial an arrangement be made .viieroliy 
cit y workmen might have the advantages 
of tho hospital Incase of sickness. An r 
rnngeincnt might also bo made with the 
various societies to contribute a. certain 
sum annually towards its support, fertile 
privileges of Iho hospital. 

It was decided not to enter into this 
mat tor nt present. 

Mr. A. Wilson said that the question ot 
the people at the Royal Hospital known ii- 
convalescents should bo dealt with 
today. It should bo suggested 
to tlie Government that they erect 
a building for the purpose. If they 
were once admitted into tho hospital wards 
it would seriously Interfere with the man- 
agement of that institution. Tho indigent s 
hud only cost the Qovornmont 950 pur year, 
and it was nothing but right thai the Gov- 
ernment should lake care of thotn now. 

Dr. Davie said that, the hospital should 
only be used for those for whom something 
COUld be done. It was useless placing in a 
hospital hopelessly incurable people. This 
was the case at. the present Royal hospital, 
and if they wero moved to tho new hos- 
pital it would bo establishing a verv bud 
precedent. The Government should be 

informed that it was not the intent ion of 
tiie hospital authorities to make it. an indi- 
gent home, and suggest, thai the Govern- 
ment provide suitable accommodation for 
indigent people. They should not bo ud- 
mltted into t lie Jubilee hospital. 

Mr. Fell said ho believed that tho gov- 
ernment would seek an appropriation for 
the pappose Of building such a homo as 
was required. It was impossible to turn 
oat the inmates into the street. 

Dr. Davie urged that they ho not admit- 
ted into tho Jubilee Hospital. Once they 
did that they might ns well put up the 
sign "Poorhouse. If was the duly of tho 
government to provide a home forsuch 
people 

Mr. T. It. Smith, while quite agreeing 
Willi Dr. Davie that the hospital sliiutlu 
not. bo made into a poorhouse, at the 
same lime believed that the lOIttmlltee 
had agreed to take care of the Inmates of 
the convalescent homo for the present: 
aficrv arils some further arrangement 
would be entered into. 

Mr. Chudloy was glad to hear Dr. Davie's 
remarks on the subject, especially as he 
represented the government on tlie com- 
mittee, Tho government had banded the 
hospital property and tho convalescent 
home over to the committee to sell, and it 
was the understanding that if the pro- 
coodsof the Royal Hospital wore given 
over to the Jubilee Hospital tho convales- 
cent patients were to bo taken care of by 
the committee until an almshouse was pro- 
vided hy the government. Mr. Robson 

bad agreed thai it, was necessary for the 

government to do bouicI lung, but unl il tho 

legislature met and an appropriation 
securcd.it was impossible to do anything. 
He had drawn up a statement, for the gov- 
ernment showing all details of cost of the 
Royal Hospital and of tliu convalosoeni 

home patients. He bad no doubt t hat the 

government would do what was right in 

the matter. They had not taken any 
oilier indigent people in of late, 
and would not lake in any. SO tho question 
of taking care of convalescents would pur- 
baps soon decide itself. Until llio legis- 
lature mot it. was useless to move In tho 
matter. The cojt of the convalescent 
borne had boon about $2,600 annually, and 
tho government only contributed $m») I o its 
support. He felt sure, however, that the 
government would do what was right. 
Dr. Davie said that it would be a great 

mlstoko to placo tho convalescents in the 

new hospital. Ho believed It was the duty 

of tho olty to take caro of those indigents 

The hospital should be conduct oil from tin' 
Qrsl on n good principle, ol herwise It would 

he ii failure. 

Mr. J. Davies said that the committee, In 
conferring with the government, agreed 
wit li i ho latter that they should tako caro 

nf t he indigents in tho couvalesciit. home 
Until after they had an opportunity of 
coining before the legislature and securing 

a voto, othorWiso they o iuld not have bo- 
cured the sale of Iho Royal hospital pro- 
porty. 

Dr. Davie said llial in the llrst plOCO the 

convalescent homo was built as a hospital 

and mil as a poor-bouse. The poor of the 

province had boon forced upon tho hos- 
pital board, and tho latter hud foolishly 
taken charge of lliein. The hospital board 
might OH woll havo taken in the prisoners 
from tlio .mil or I he patients which should 
be in t bo insane auyliiin. 
Moved by Dr. Davie, seconded by Mr. 

Wilson, that tho building committee urge 
upon the Qovornmont, through the city 
members, iho necessity for providing n 
Buitablo homo for tho indigent poor of the 
province, formerly Improperly placed iii 
the Royal hospital;— Carried, 

The meeting then adjourned.

I'REPAIIED KOR ACTION. 

Dodnon, Doc. 27.— The British Mediter- 
ranean squadron, prepared for action, haL 
been ordered Is rendezvous at. Gibraltar in 
readiness to proceed to Lisbon at a mo- 
ment's notice. The Tomeralro arrived at 
Gibraltar to day, and tho Colossus and 
Benbow lefl tor that placo this afternoon. 
Tho original plan of assembling the lleot in 
IheTaguswas abandoned, because if was 
feared that their presence would Interfere 
With tho progress of negotiations between 
England and Portugal looking to a peace- 
ful settlement of tho dillleulty. 

CONTINENTAL PRESS OPINION. 

Tlio Continental press, including tho 
somi-olHplal and ohiclal organs, give evid- 
ence of being more perturbed over tho 
Anglo-Portuguese dispute than any of the 
journals of t Re disputing countries, though 
in their expressions there is no intimation 
that it may 00 deemed advisable for any of 
the powers to Interfere In the matter. The 
Russian press aro naturally inclined to take 
tho part of Portugal ill discussing tho 
merit of I ho quarrel, and are unanimous in 
the declaration that England has no 
rigid to expect sympathy of her 
continental neighbors in hor present 
dillleulty, Since her own African 
policy lias always boon, and sLill 
issclllsh, aggressive and blundering. In 
Urn present instance Portugal has merely 
done what England bus been doing for 
years, and in getting a dose of her own 
medicine she shows tlie perversity of a 
child in refusing lo lake it. The German 
press, in a rule, arc more disposed lo side 
With England than arc tlio Russian eon- 
toinp iraries. Cologne lakes substantially 
the same grounds US thai taken by the Si. 
Petersburg papers in imputing to Eng- 
land a policy of selfish greed in Africa 
which raises her indignant wrath at tho 
alleged encroachments of Portugal to Hie 
height of absurdit y. 

New YORK, Dec. 27. The evening Sun 
publishes a long and somewhat, sensat tonal 
Btatement In regard to the possible dilllcul- 
l.los botween this country and Portugal. 
Tho substance of It Is that Mrs. Col. Alc- 
Murd, of Buffalo, N. V.. widow of tho late 
Col.McMurdo, sn American citizen who or- 
ganized un English syndicate to build tlio 
Delngoa Hay railroad in African territory, 
now claimed by Portugal, recently wailed 
upon Secretary Blaine, accompanied hy a 
New York congressman as a friend and 
counsel, nnd submitted lo the secretary 
most convincing proofs that Iho pro- 
perty rights of Colonel MoMurdo 
wo o being disregarded by Portugal The 
Secretary invited explanations from tlio 
Portuguese government, but received no 
satisfactory response, whereupon he sent, 
tlie squadron of evolution to Lisbon, in- 
stead of to Havre, as llrst intended, and 
notified Lord Salisbury that Iho United 
States is ready lo co-operate with Great 
Britain in forcing Portugal to rc- 
Bvect the rights of foreigners in the terri- 
tories referred to. Lord Salisbury at. the 
B.mio lime ordered four British men-of-war 
from Malta lo Lisbon.

Escaping t'onvlcls. 

PORTSMOUTH, Out., Dec. 20.— The convicts 
who escaped from Iho penitentiary here 
last night, were working in tlie bakery, and 
al 10 o'clock overpowered and gagged Ihe 
only guard over tbein and ulso two con- 
victs who refused lo join lliom. They then 
awaited the arrival of two night watchmen 

and clubbed one and throttled tho other, 
then gagged them too. With a koy thov 
then loft, locking tho bakery after them, 
and sealed the walls by means of ropes. 
S me time after tlio convicts left ono of tho 
guards got his gag oul und raised an 
alarm, but. the fugitives could not be 
traced. To day if was learned that during 
tin night they stole a boat and left for the 
States, twelve miles distant. Tho lake 
was very rough, but thoy may have crossed 

in safety* All are desperate characters, 
and all well armed. They had from four 
to nine years ouch to serve.

Tho Sal- 
vation army barracks at Vovor Coast, was 
also blown down.

TORONTO. Dec. 27.— The Empire says the 
reports which have boon scattered broad- 
cast throughout the United States to the 
effect that the government intend not, to 
revive the modus vlvendi next year are 
cm irely unwarranted. Hy tliu treaty of 
Washington and an act passed by the Do- 
minion Parliament last year tho modus 
vivendi expires on tho 16th February next, 
and In order to renew it further legislation 
will bo required.

No 
one has spoken 10 thorn in regard lotho 
matter, and tho whole story is ft fabrica- 
tion from beginning to end. ' There was not 
the slightest foundation for it."

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A BO UT SECESSION. 



Discussion is the order of tho day. 
People in these times must know the 
ins and outs of everything. Nothing 
is too veuuraljle and nothing is too 
sacred to he enquired into and turned 
iuside out; whether to gratify a morbid 
curiosity or to satisfy a legitimate de- 
sire for uiori! and closer knowledge, it 
is sometimes difficult to aay. Questions 
which some time ago every one believed 
to admit of but one answer, and ques- 
tions it would then he considered almost 
blasphemy to ask, are now coolly pro- 
pounded and evidently with the under- 
standing that more than one answer is 
to be expected. It was only the other 
day that some one doubtingiy asked— 
Is marriage a failure? and now we have 
unother enquiring — Can the Colonies 
sejede '! This implies that there are 
some colonists who seriously entertain 
the notion of seceding. There wua a 
time when loyal subjects of the Queen 
would indignantly refuse to discuss the 
subject, and they would look upon the 
propourider of such a question as al- 
ready more than half a rebel. But tins 
question is asked in a very respectable 
periodical, The Nineteenth Century, and 
by no less a person than Sir Jul ins 
Vogcl, K. C. M. (J., who was not very 
long ago premier of the important 
colony of New Zeidand. Sir Julius is 
an ardent and very intelligent advocate 
of Imperial Federation. He believes 
that a federation composed of all the 
colonies and Great Britain would be a 
good thing for tile colonies and a good 
thing for Great Britain, But he sees 
great difficulties in the way of the es- 
tablishment of such a Federation. Not 
the least of these is the idea which pre- 
vails in all the great colonies that they 
can part company with the mother 
country whenever thoy find it con- 
venient to sever the tie that binds tiiem 
to her. How thoy became possessed of 
such a notion it is not difficult to see. 
It is not so long ago when it was the 
fashion in Great Britain to tell the col- 
onies that they were expensive and em- 
barrassing encumbrances to the Mother 
country and that they might become in- 
dependent as soon as they liked — the 
sooner the better. No objections would, 
it was said, be raised on the part of 
Great Britain to their setting up for 
themselves as soon as they felt able to 
do so. 

Tho aaauranccs and taunts and re 
proaches that were then uttered by men 
in authority sank deep into the colonial 
mind. Colonists became convinced that 
Great Britain did not value her depen- 
dencies very highly and that it would 
be quite proper for them when 
the question of the severance of the col 
onial tie came up to consult their own 
interests solely. In short, they felt that 
the right to secede had been conceded to 
them, and that when the time for part 
Ing came the mother country would b< 
only too glad to bid them go in peace. 
Consequently, in Canada and in Aus- 
tralia colonists who consider themselves 
loyal, and who wish to be considered 
loyal by their fellow subjects, both Col- 
onial and British, give free expression 
to their aspirations towards independ- 
ence. After dinner particularly, many 
of them get quite eloquent when expa- 
tiating on the glories and the material 
advantages of independence. There 
was a time when we in Canada heard a 
good deal about the " New Nation'' 
that was being established. In Aus- 
tralia, to-day, the cry Australia for the 
Australians means something more than 
the assertion of the right of Australians 
to regulate the tariff with a view solely 
to advance their own interests. It has 
reference to independence, anil ex- 
presses the desire to be free from ull 
restraint. Sir Henry l'arkes, Premier 
of New South Wales, in a speech which 
he recently delivered, is described by- 
Sir Julius Vogcl as saying that "Feder- 
ation was impossible between atates 

of unequal po wer, and that his dream was 
the separate consolidation of various 
groups of colonies wit ha union by alliance 
with the mother country." The para- 
mount object which he dwelt on was U 
" purely Australian future for Austra- 
lia." Mr. Dihbs, the leader of the Op- 
position, approved of what Sir Henry 
l'arkes had said, and was, if possible, 
still more outspoken. He said "Aus- 
tralia is hound to be a nation separate 
and altogether free, from the trammels 
of any country, even the mother coun- 
try itself." 

Sir Julius Vogel points out that n 
Considerable change of opinion had 
taken place of late years in Groat Brit- 
ain with respect to the importance to 
tho empire of the colonies. Thoy are no 
longer looked upon as encumbrances, 
but are highly valued. He believes that 
u proposal from anj of them peacefully 
to secedu would be met in Great Britain 
by a prompt and even a fierce denial. 
This is what lie Bays : 

On tho other band, the people of 
Great Britain will fiercely claim that 
the colonists have not the excuse of ill- 
treatment, which hOS boon held by his- 
tory to justify the revolution of their 
American brethren. They will romeni; 
her also the millions they have invested 
in what they deemed British territory, 
which they would be juiiel icully asked 
to change into investment in a foreign 
country. They will •brink from the 



sneers of other nations at, tho downfall 
of the country on the dominions of 
which it had been the boast of the peo- 
ple that the sua never set. 'I hcv 
would scout the alleged understatuf- 
' n g:tf4,(tbat the colonies have a 
right to secede) ; they would 
deny all responsibility for the teachings 
of an .obscure school of politicians who 
had passed out of knowledge ; they 
would repudiate the existence of the 
smallest obligation to relinquish great 
und prosperous territories. Millions 
have been spent on war and warlike 
preparations, concerning the ownership 
of a few acres of land. No high-spirited 
nation, least of all Great Britain, would 
part with a vast dominion without dire- 
ful resistance." 

In tho opinion of tho New Zealand 
statesman it would be best for Grout 
Britain to givo the colonies distinctly to 
Understand that they do not possess tho 
option of seceding whenever a majority 
of their inhabitants eoino to tho con- 
clusion that it would be better for 
them to sever their connection with 
(heat Britain. Sucli a notification 
would, he thinks, create some agitation 
iri the colonies, but he evidently be- 
lieves th.it it would in time subside. The 
colonies after a while would find that it 
was necessary for them to have a direct 
share in the Government of the Empire, 
and, instead of holding back as they do 
now, bolioving that they have always 
the alternative of secession to resort to 
when difficulties arise with foreign na- 
tions which makes their connection 
with Great Britain ^embarrassing, they 
will be eager to change the colonial rel 
tion for a closer union in which they will 
have an Influential voice in the ooun 
cils of the Empire. The answer 
then given by Sir Julius Vogel to the 
question — Can the Colonies secede 
an emphatic No. (heat Britain will 
not permit any colony to leave the 
Empire peacefully, and it is contrary to 
the true interests both of the Mother 
uunt.-y and the Colonies that she should 



Perhaps Sir Julius is right. But as 
far as Canadians are concerned, they do 
not concern themselves very much 
about the matter. They are, for the 
present at any rate, well content to re 
main as thoy are. Nothing ia occurring 
that makes them anxious for the futui 
of their country. It ia doing tolerably 
well. It is working out its destiny 
peacefully, and they act upon tho prin 
ciple, sufficient unto the day are the 
questions thereof. 



who live in communities in which Catho- 
lics are very much in the minority, yet 
thoy manage to live in friendly relations' 
with their Protestant neighbor*.

NOT THE TRUE CAUSE. 

Tho Now York Herald advises the 
Australians to choose the United States 
rather than tho Dominion of Canada as 
tho model of tho Confederacy which 
they aro going to establish. It does not 
attempt to show that the people of the 
United Stetes aro better governed than 
aro tho inhabitants of Canada or that 
the constitution of the Dominion is in 
consistent with connection to Great 
Britain, but it refers to a fact with 
Which forms of Government have no- 
thing whatever to do. The proof which 
adduces to show that tho Govern- 
ment of tho United States is the best is 
the fact that "Canada every yoar loses 
an appreciable part of her population 
o the United States, and that tho 
hrowdcat and most active part." If 
tho Canadians who leave their own 
country to get employment in tho Uni- 
ted States do so to find a bettor Gov- 
ernment, what do tho farmers of Maine, 
New Hampshire and Vermont emi- 
grate to other parts of tho Union for ? 
Those States border Canada and the 
sxodua from them is so great that whole 
counties are deserted and purchasers 
cannot be found for the farms which 
their owners have abandoned. 

These farmers did not leave their 
home to seek a country that hail a bet- 
ter Government. They simply hoped 
to better their condition by going to the 
towns and emigrating to the west. 
Many of them have been bitterly disap- 
pointed and bitterly regret having left 
their comfortable homes. It is the same 
with Canadians who emigrate to the 
United States. Not one in a hundred 
of thoso who do bo prefer the United 
States Government to their own. And 
very many do not improve their condi- 
tion by the change. The Herald ought 
to know that the same causes which 
have nearly depopulated some of the 
rural districts of the Eastern States 
have led Borne Canadians to cross the 
border to seek their fortune. 



DISCONTENTED. 

Bishop Grandin has written a letter 
to Cardinal Taschereau which has found 
its way into the newspapers. This let- 
ter is not calculated to allay the un 
pleasant excitement which has been un 
f irtunutely raised in Ontario and Que 
be'oi It is indeed calculated to in 
crease the ill-feeling that is already too 
widely spread in both those provinces 
The Bishop complains that attempts have 
been made through the personnel of the 
Interior Department to proselytise the 
Indians. The whole of the administn 
tion of that department, he complains, 
has been placed in the hands of English 
Protestants who for reasons they will 
not admit "obliged our Christian In- 
dians to separate themselves from our 
establishments. Protestant schools 
have been forced on the Indians and 
they have been compelled under threats 
to send their children to these schools 
where their faith was not respected." 
This is indeed a singular accusation, for 
the Federal Government has been ac- 
cused of pursuing exactly the opposite 
policy in the Northwest. It has in this 
very matter of schools been charged 
with favoring Catholics at the expense 
of Protestants. This is a grievance 
t hat can easily be redressed. Wo are 
quite sure that the Federal Government 
has no wish to do injustice to any de- 
nomination of Christians. 

But this is only one of the good Bish- 
op's grievances. Ho thinks that the 
Metis arc being neglected and slighted, 
lie considers it a hardship that all the 
members of the Assembly, except two, 
demanded the abolition of the French 
as an otlieial language, and the amend- 
ment of the school laws. He, too, la- 
ments that the country is being settled 
by English-speaking Protestants and 
prays the Cardinal to encourage the 
emigration from Quebec of French Cath- 
olics. The Bishop will find it worse 
than useless to attempt to restrict tho 
powers of self-government enjoyed by 
the people of tho Northwest. The ma- 
jority has a right to decide what lan- 
guage shall lie used in official docu- 
ments and what the system of public 
education shall be in the country they 
inhabit. Tho only way to influence their 
decision in theso matters is the ordin- 
ary constitutional one. To bring pres- 
sure to bear on them from the outside 
can only do harm. Tin; Metis are de- 
scribed by the Bishop to be in an un- 
quiet condition. He says: "This con- 
tempt shown the French Catholic popu- 
lation has already hail very sad results. 
Although the Metis gained nothing by 
i he rebellion they ure not for that rea- 
son insensible to this contempt. No- 
thing would be easier than to set 
lire to the powder to-day." These 
Metis should not be encouraged 
to believe that they have any rights in 
the Northwest that are not possessed by 
settlers of other races and creeds. 
Whoever leads them to believe that 
I bey should be favored by tho Govern- 
ment because they happened to be 
among tho first settlers in the country 
does them serious injury. The Metis 
should be taught to be self-reliant, and 
to be content with precisely the same 
treatment that other settlers receive. 
If they were as intelligent as they ought 
to be they would no more think of re- 
belling than their English, Irish and 
Scotch neighbors. They would know, 
too, that any attempt at rebellion on 
their part would hi: sheer madness. If 
they niado another attempt at revolt 
they would not get oil" ho easily as when 
they rebelled under Rich They have 
now no grievances, and very little sym- 
pathy would be felt for them by the in- 
habitants of any part of the Dominion. 

Bishop Grandin must do as all arc 
obliged to do on this continent— adapt 
himself to the circumstances of the 
country. If the part of the territory 
over which he exercises ecclesiastical 
jurisdiction is being settled by men of a 
different religion from his own, ho will 
have to make up his mind to tako thingH 
as be finds them. Complaining to the 
< 'urdiual or to any one else will not alter 
t he condition of the country. There aro 
many Catholic bishops on this continent

The grave is in Dr. Bart 
lett's family lot , and a handsome shaft 
will be erected to mark tho spot where 
his ashes repose. Dr. Bartlett wus a 
native of New Hampshire and aged 70. 
He came to Milwaukee hi 1851, immedi- 
ately nfter graduating from Yale, and 
remained liete until a few years ago 
when he removed to California. He 
was for years u member of tho medical 
association and for a time was its vice- 
president. 

Hlinpllfters at WaHliliigton. 

Washington, Dec. 25. — Yesterday 
afternoon Detectives Carter and Rati' 
walked into the Howard house and sta- 
tioned themselves near the ladies' en- 
trance. In a few moments two women 
opened the door and started upstairs. 
One was fat, and 40 and the other a tall, 
slenderly built woman about 22 years of 
age. They carried a number of bundles, 
and as they mounted the stairs the de- 
tectives were not far behind them.

The North Arm sleigh Accident. 

On Thursday afternoon Dr. McGuigan, 
the coroner, hold an inipiest upon the body 
of Jaino-s Lawson, one of the victims of t he 
sad sleighing accident on tho North Ann 
road on Christmas evening.

That James Lawson was killed hy a burn 
ing tree fulling on him; that the tree was 
set on llru by James Saint for the purnoso 
of burning itdowa Ui clear his land and foi 
the safety of his house; that the death was 
caused by accident; but tho jury are 
Strongly of opinion that bu ruing down trees 
within 'reach of the highway should he 
strictly prohibited.
